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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges Applicant's amendment and remarks filed 29 September 2008 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "... scanner angle 
in the imaging conditions displayed in a parallelepiped configuration formed by tilting 
parallel at least one of two pairs of side constituting the rectangular frame in the first 
display device and in the second display device, and is set as the tilt angle of the 
parallelepiped configuration at least one of the first display device and the second 
display device" in claim 12, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Grunwald (Patent 6063032). 

4. Re Claims 1-13 and 16: Grunwald (Patent 6063032) teach a medical image 
diagnosis apparatus which images a subject by forming an image of the whole of a 
portion of a subject, sets imaging conditions by displaying the imaging conditions on the 
whole image, and images the subject portion by forming a tomographic image of the 
subject portion under the imaging conditions, the medical image diagnosis apparatus 
comprising: a first display device capable of displaying the whole image and the imaging 
conditions (See Fig.3) ; a second display device of extracting some of the imaging 
conditions and displaying the extracted condition (See Fig.423); a display control device 
(66) for the first display device and the second display device; and an operating device 
of variably inputting the imaging conditions displayed in a display image frame on the 
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second display device (See Col.3, lines 1-68 and Col.3, lines 1-68). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Grunwald (Patent 6063032) in view of Matsui. 

7. Grunwald teaches the claimed invention see rejection supra, Grunwald does 
not teach the image diagnosis apparatus comprises a touch panel and the operating 
device comprises a pointer. (See Figures 1(a-b), 3, 4(a-b), and 7(a-c) and Col. 19, 
Line 33-36). 

8. Matsui disclose a display apparatus comprises a touch panel and the operating 
device comprises a pointer. (See Figures 1(a-b), 3, 4(a-b), and 7(a-c) and Col. 19, 
Line 33-36). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
invention was made to modify the imaging displaying apparatus of Grunwald wherein 
the medical image diagnosis apparatus comprises a touch panel and the operating 
device comprises a pointer of Matsui in order to display and receive information on the 
same screen wherein allowing the display to be used as input device. Also, the pointer 
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assets a user to move it to any desire location on the screen (See Figures 1(a-b), 3, 
4(a-b) and 7(a-c)). 



Response to Arguments 

9. Claims 1 -1 6 are now pending. The Examiner acknowledges the 
amendments to Claims 1 and addition of new Claim 12. 

1 0. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 -1 6 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made.
